“We 
are now about to reform the world, to 
make the League of Nations safe for the 
Anti-Saloon ‘League; the lady who is 
campaigning against gauzy undergar- 
ments. in New York will surely never rest 
while Paris and London walk about in 
turpitudinots georgétte: Since we aré 
so infallibly certain of our standards of 
public morality, perhaps it is only a be- 
coming touch of mpdesty that we assess 
the: opinion of European travelers on

IF EDMUNDS CAME BACK. 


Did George F, EpMunps, who died at 
the age of 91 last Thursday, ever drop 
into the United States Senate Chamber 
in his later years? If he did, we ddubt 


‘if he repeated the visit: He would have 


been greatly honored, but: hé would not 
have had a good time. He was a Senator 
frem 1866 to 1891. Maybe Mr. Eomunps 
made a visit now and then-affer. that 
date until 1905,ebut if he came thére 
after 1905, and particularly, 1909 he 
must have felt liké an “old grad” who 
goes back to the college and finds that it 
has been turned into a | correspondence 
school. . 

- The -popular election of . Senators is 
blamed for the falling off in the Senate. 
The Senate had been gradually falling 
off before that. It is true that.popular 
elections had long existed in fact if. not 
in form, in many States, where the pri- 
mary vote controlled the ‘vote of the Leg- 
islature. In 1913 an ex-President ‘of the 
United States said, speaking privately, 
“IT have seen the reduction in four years. 
The Senate, even. five years ago, was 
more like what it used to be than it is 
now.” 

Imagine GrorcE F. EDMUNDS walking 
into the Senate of 1918. Suppose he had 
not been there since he left. the Senate 
in his statesmanlike prime, in 1891. He | 
was. full of recollections of the old Sen- | 
até; he rermembered some equals and..a 
great many. inferiors, but inferiors’ who 
commanded. his respect. .Or if they did 
not command his respect, it was in. no 
Such sense as the Senate which he. wag 
now to see. In 1885 a Washington cor- 
respondent, writing of Epmunps* to _— 
New ¥ork World, said:

American citizens everywhere must 
have réad with pride of the admirable 
temper of the canference on the League 
of” Nations at the White’ House. The 


_¢ frankness and candor of the President 


‘and the frank response on the part of 
the members of the two Committees on 
Foreign Relations, the tolerance, cour- 
tesy, and lack of mere party prejudice 
were in consonance with the seriousriess 
of thé situation. Out of such an atmos- 
phere. of reasonableness and dispassion- 
ate “discussion something good must 
come: It is well known that shortly be- 
fore his death Colonel Roosevelt ex- 
pressed his conviction of the danger to 
the country of destructive domestic dis- 
sension. In the interest of our dignity 


>> and self-respect as a nation it is to be 


hoped ,that. the criticiam of the prelimi- 
nary text will not take on the aspect of 
@ counsel of despair. 

I do mot understand that Mr. Wilson 
is presenting to Congress the rigid 
stereotypéd mold of the Great Covenant. 
There is as yet no question of “‘ take it 
or leave it’ ‘save as to the main prin- 
ciples, If-rio form of honorable agree- 
ment to avoid war is to bé adopted, then 
is chaos come again, and I beliéve that 
the American people are overwhelmingly 
in favor of the new ordér which the 
devastated and bereaved world is de- 
manding. The Fates are offering Amer- 
iea a crown of glory and it cannot be 


. that it will be put by. The distinguished 


representatives of fourteen countries, 
led by the President, have unanimously 
adopted the principles, and on their part 
he presents to his countrymen a project 
for their consideration, so that the con- 
ference may make whatever adjustments 
may be necessary in the light of the 
response from its constituents of every 
land. The President makes no secret of 
his belief that the wisdom of the .mem- 
bers of the-conference is likely to prove 
substantially best, and that for the good 
of ourselves and the rest of the world we

the same object—a just and lasting peace 
for mankind. 

It is easy to exaggerate the. sdcri- 
fices and the dangers in store for us 
under such a league. The Constitu-

disaster to the country. Burning 
questions, like the Alaska boundary 
and the seal fisheries, that bore the 
seeds of war, were settled without leav- 
ing a scar. Could such results have 
been foretold? Are we not prone to 
everrate the seriousness of such con- 
flicts? As then, so now, we must lean 
heavily on the good-will of mankind, 
the good-will that, as Emerson says, 
** makes intelligence.’’ It is everything 
to be sure of the principle, for, as 
Longfellow remarked in the fight for 
internatiqnal copyright, “‘A good prin- 
ciple works well in every direction.”’ 
It is not Mr. Wilson alone, or Mr, 
Taft, but a stricken world’ that calls

The Question ef Sovereignty. 


To the Bdiior of The New York Times: 

Senator Borah undoubtedly voices an 
objection to the League of Nations Con- 
stitution held by many when he says 
that it destroys our sovereignty. 

What is sovereignty? Some writers on 
political science who seek to be scientific 
and exact say that sovereignty is origi- 
nal, unlimited power. The State has 
powers which are conferred by nobody 
and are limited by nebody. Such writers 
draw a careful. distinction between the 
State (severeign) and the gevernment 
Which the State sets up and gives only 
limited powers. 

But has any nation now unlimited 
powers? In the jungle we may say that 
the individual man was sovereign, free 
to do as he-pleased. Yet only one man 
in the junglé really had this unlimited 
power, the man with the strongest right 
arm and carrying the biggest stick. By 
and by the weaker ones combined and 
éompelled the strongest to yield to the 
will of the larger numbers whose com- 
bined strength was greater than his. 

Of this sort of sovereignty the United 
States has none to lose. The nations 
now touch ¢lbows. One cannot turn 
around with outstretched arms without 
first asking permission of the others. 
Germany tried it, tried to reassert the 
sovereignty of the strongest, and failed. 
That sort of national sovereignty is al- 
ready dead. Even in internal affairs it 
is doubtful if the nations are altogether 
sovereign. Some of the very people who 
aré now denouncing the League of Na- 
tions as destructive of severeignty prob- 
ably were. calling upon our President-a 
few years ago to intervene in Yexice. 
Suppose that the United States were to 
reduce the negroes to chattel slavery 
again, is it likely that the other nations 
would not make a vigorous and effective 
protest? : 

Sovereignty is often confuse@ with the 
functions of government. Senator Borah 
says the League would limit our sev- 
ereign right to maintain our army and 
navy and te make-war, and would re- 
‘quire us to incur heavy expenses for 
using force to maintain order in’ far 
away lands, all of which is unconstitu- 
tional. If by sovereignty. the Senator 
means the exercise of such functions of 
government as he has named, unques- 
tionably the League of Nations would 
curtail them, t is the chief reason for 
ice: ethas inch poneehiy, diugueek nn 
dons the right to throw the world into 
chaos at any time. ;

The notice about the present:relations 
of the Serbs d the,Croste publiahes 
in your Sunday edition of Feb: 28°froni 
Italian ‘sources. cannot be left unchal- 
lenged by the Croats, as it dase! not 
correspond to truth, and I beg té pub- 
lish some remarks of mineconcerning it. 
‘The abdéye mentioned Italian sources 
want the American: public to ‘believe that 
the Croats are at odds with the Serbs 
who, {it is alleged, oppress the Croats, 
and therefore the latter demand to be 
separated from Serbs. I was born in 
Dalmatia of Croatian parents, and I was 
educated there in the midst of the Croa- 
tian people. I know very well Croatian 
aspirations, not only of those in Dal- 
matia, but in all their provinces. Our 
Croatian ideal is to be united with the 
Serbs and Slovenes in a single State, 
since all of us Croats, Serbs, and Slov- 
enes are only three branches of one and 
the. same people, united in: purpose and 
feelings. This ideal was always our 
guiding star more or less clearly visible 
through all the centuries of our life, 
though our enemies were able to pre- 
vent untfl now our political unity. All 
our sufferings under Austro-Hungarian 
tyranny were due to our aspiration for 
the union of all the Jugoslavs. Now, 
when we are really united, the Italians 
make a last desperate attempt ‘to frus- 
trate that unity and all weapons are 
good for them. ‘ 

We, the Croats, as well as the Serbs, 
are divided into political parties with 
different programs. But there is not 
one single party among the Jugoslavs 
which is opposed to our national and 
political union, In our view all other 
questiéns, such as the form’ of Goyern- 
ment,. the centralization or the federal- 
ization of our future administrative sys- 
tem ought to be subordinated.to the 
ideal of national unity and democratic 
freedom. In that there is no difference 
between Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes, as 
in everything our interests are. the 
same.

Before returning to France to work, 
as I intend to do shortly, I..want to 
bring before the public a_ situation 
which has been brought before me. 

I am sure the majority of Americans 
feel today that though the “‘ war may be 
ever” the day has. not come, and some 
of us believe it will mever come agaih, 
thank God, for every one to slink back 
into his own limited horizon of per- 
sonal pursuits, but that now more than 
ever we realize how we all are part of 


«| one another, of one another’s joys or 


sorrows, and that a larger comprehen- 
sion is both the basis and the aim of 
individual lives. as well as of interna- 


{ tional politics. 


Today the world le6éks to us, Amer- 
ica, for help; and there are many who 
believe in giving that help—we are, first 
of all, helping and educating ourselves. 


That is why I feel that in answering | 


the call that has come to me today, 
the call of immediate and urgent dis- 
tress, I am meeting both a crying need 
on_one part and an ardent wish on the 
other. - 

While Governments and humanitarian 
associations.are elaborating schemes of 
é0-ordinated action for relief all over 
the world time passes. We are now in 
the day of crisis, and people, men re- 
turning from the trenches to find the 
land so many gave théir lives to save, 
ruined for generations—women who 
strove to save the futuré in saving thé 
children—children whose lives are frail 
for having been through the most for- 
midable of tempests; all these hunjan 
creatures are. going through hours of 
untold and unredlizable misery and dis- 
tress. Yet their courage is not to be 
broken, they loge no time ‘in returning 
and trying to make. a new start. 

Conditions since the signing of the 
armistice have been such that it seems 
impossible for those who have fiot seen 
the situation with their own eyes td 
understand it. In théir retreat the Ger- 
man armies willfully destroyed ail rail- 
road bfidgés, tracks, canals, (roads, 
ahd carried away all industrial equip, 
ment. Bverything has to be transport- 
ed by trucks, and railways afe grad- 
wally being rebuilt. Until some general 
plan of action is ‘decided upon; uniting 
all efforts,“({I have assurance this shall 
soon be,) an urgent appeal for imme- 
diate relief has come to me_ through 
Mme. de Billy, wife of the French Dep- 
vty High Commissioner, who has re- 
ceived meggages from France, which she 
showed me, and among them @ telegram 
from the Society of the Secouks 4'Ur- 
gence. This is one of the societies 
which have been doing reconstruction 
work for two years, and to which-both 
our Red Cross and private énergices 
have often lent their aid.

Te the Editér of The Néw York Times: 

A letter has just come to me from the 
father of a man who Was reported 
** missing *’ on April 20, 1918. No defi- 
nite. official word has come since that 
time.“ Since the afmistice a companion 
who volunteered with him to go acfoss 
No Man’s Land, carrying a couple of 
bombs to blow up a nest of Germans, 
reports ‘that he was last seen “ lying 
down, seeming to be lifeless,. between 
the first and second trenches.” 

In these days We Gte prone to forget 
the price which the young men of the 
Allies paid for victory, but the parents 
6f these. young mén.do not forget, and 
their poignaht memory servés to inspire 
their patriotisni. The father closés. his 
letter with these words: 

“The war is over, and. civilisation 
saved thereby... Our country got off 
lightly, compared. with our allies, yet 
many paid the price, as we have done; 
but we had four boys, &nd, like millions 
mobreé of our céuntrymen, We would sac+ 
rifice’ all—as our boya would have us do 
~rather than see the Hun crush civili- 
zation.”’ 

As I write this a letter comes from a 
Master at Rugby (England) who has 
charge of the memorial recerds of the 
Rugby Schéol. He writes: 

‘‘The men of this school ali offered 
themselves, I have 83 per cent. actual- 
ly recorded, and the restwere ineligible 
for yarious reasons. Twenty per cent. 
of the total have actually fallen; over 
50 per cent. are casualties. After their 
sactifice, or perhaps even before it, the 
most noble thing is the attitude of the 
mothers and wives. I have had to deal, 
as you will realize, with all these hun- 
dreds of thém, and not a single one has 
ever uttered a word of complaint.”’ 

We must not forget the price that 
Britain has paid, If Harvard Univer- 
ality, for instance, with its splendid rec- 
ord of 10,266 men enrolled in armed 
services of this country or one of her

Rev. Father Kelley of the 27th Says Bat- 
tlefield_ Was Best Sermon. on 
Preparedness for Death 


OW American soldiers in France 

met death was told the other 

day by the Rev. Father F. A. 

Kelley, chaplain of the 27th Di- 
vision, who praised warmly their devo- 
tion, unselfishness, and courage. 

“I can speak intimetely,’’ he said, 
‘only of the boys of the 27th Division, 
but I feel certain that what J say of 
the boys of the 27th Division: ean be 
truthfully said of the boys of every 4i- 
vision which this great nation sent into 
prvign lands to battle with the foreign 
‘oe. 

‘To begin with, none of them was 
ignorant, at any time, of the danger 
in which he stood—toe many around 
them were falling, victima of shells, of 
grenades, machine guns, and rifles, All 
those things played their part in bring- 
ing to our ranks death, put not destrue- 
tion. The best sermon which the boys 
received on preparedness for death was 
their first view of a real battlefield. 
Here they saw those with whom they 


mangled insistently put. aside the serv- 
ices of the decter with the words, 
*‘¥ou can't help ‘me; I'm done for, 
Some of the others can go back on the 
job. Attend to them.’ The sacrifice, 
the valor, the bravery of such -lads 
eam: never Be recounted, can never be 
amply teld, for it defies pawer of tongue 
or pen to paint, with actual vividness,

“Tt is for me a happy privilege to be

Today every one in China is watching 
the Paris conference, because every one 
here expresses the same opinion, namely, 
that the Allies have a double task in 
France—one to settle the war with Ger- 


" many and.the other to setflé the ques- 


tion of spheres of influence and. balance 
of power in China and prevent’an armed 
conflict in the Far East. 

China, if one may draw the natural in- 
ferences and conclusions from . state- 
ments of Chinese officials and leading 
men, is prepared to cast her lot with 
the League of Nations: because. that re- 
public believes that in the League les 
China’s future as an independent nation. 

China, to many Americans, is a spine- 
less nation, her back broken by many 
internal troubles.: The common impres- 
sion abroad is that China can neither 
Stand alone nor sit up long enough to 

t qwith words. That may have been 
a few years ago, but China is 
» getting her *‘ punch ’* back and Chinese 


/ Officials are wise enough to see that the 


Paris conferences are the hope of China. 
And the Chinese are beginrfing to fight 
for recognition. That is what all of the 
Peking dispatches mean -when they 
state day bv day that China will place 
all her cards on the peace table, : 

China’s cards are her treaties, secret 
and otherwise,’ with all foreign powers. 
These treaties will .ejther win or lose 
China's case in the world court of pub- 
lic opinion. ' 

I was in Peking as. late as’ January. 
I had heard a gréat deal abou 
Chinese problem,” just: as every one has 
heard of this vague Far Eastern puzzle, 
so I began to ask how the Chinese 
problem was defined. 

“It's very simple,” said 2 ‘diplomat 
who had lived twenty-one years in 
China. **'The problem is whethér-China 
will become an ally of Japan or whether 
China is to be an ally of all nations.’’ 

His statement_was sufficiently clear. 
It meant that China was to have either 
one friend in her hour of need or a hun- 
dred. It meant that China was to have 
one ‘‘ favored nation ’’ or forty. 

To an American, an Englishman, or a 
Frenchman the solution seemed perfect- 
ly, obvious, China should have all the 
friends she needs, but, to a Japanese, 
China should have but one intimate 
friend and all the acquaintances she de- 
sires. We may think that/Japan is 
selfish, but. Japan looks upon. China 
through somewhat the - same ;glasses 
through which we sometimes look at 
México. 

** Gelf-Determination ”’ to the Fore. 


It often happens that great nations are 
so solicitous of their friends.among the 
lesser powers that they forget to ask 
their friends’ opinions. The Chinese 
‘‘ situation ’’ has often been discussed 
by foreign Governments in this way. 
They have decided what. they thought 
China needed or wanted without asking 
China for her requirements,and desires, 
But today the two words ‘‘ self-determi- 
nation ” have more force than a decade 
ago, and it is more the international 
custom to ask. nations what they want, 
or to sound public opinion, before: any- 
thing is done. Thus, in respect to China, 
there are two ways of looking at the 
Chinese problem and two or three ways, 
at least, of solying it. There is. the 
Chinese problem as the Chinese them- 
selves understand it and the puzzle as 
the foreign powers see it. And, as for 
solutions, there are (1) the Japanese, 
(2) the allied, and (3) the Chinése. I 
separate the Japanese from the allied be- 
cause at the time I was in Peking there 
was a distinct line of demarkation, which 
will, however, probably disappear when 
the Chinese problern walks Into the Hall 
of the Clock in Paris and throws “its 
hat into the ring. There is something 
Rooseveltian in the atmosphere of China 
today. That country may not have a 
strong central army and the people may 
not possess a fighting morale, but the

Whereupon I suggested that it hed 
been ‘ethphasized that one of the objects] 
of a Léague of Nations was to do away 
with all spheres of: influence and ali 
balancing of power, and I asked the 
Premier whether China had this in mind 
when. she agreed to support the pro- 
ponents of the society. His answer was 
unreservedly in the affirmative. 

To do: away with spheres of influence, 
international concessions and the bal- 
ance of power in China would be one 
of the .most radical steps ever: under- 
taken in the Far East. It would mean 
a@ complete reversal of all foreign poli- 
cles of all powers In the Qrient. That 
is radical enough to amount to a diplo- 
matic revolution. But China is ready. 

How Foreigners View Problem. ‘ 

That is China’s relation to the League. 
What about the League’s relation to 
China? 

In solving the Far Eastern wocbiein 
that way China has everything to gain 
and ‘nothing to lose, while the powers 
have something to lose and no one 
knows what to gain. So, when I asked 
some of the allied diplomats and foreign 
residents what they thought of the 
effects of the organization of a League 
of Nations upon their. affairs in the Far 
Hast, I received two answers: 

Among those foreigmers who have a 
great regard for the Chinese and who 
believe in China’s. future possibilities 
as an independent nation, there was a 
feeling that China should have every- 
thing she desires, including the return 
of all. concessions. But (they use this 
qualifying word) China is not prepared 
for the administration of these conces- 
sions ‘and they must be placed under 
the direction of the League of Nations. 
Everything in China. must be inter- 
nationalized. That is their proposition. 

Among other foreigners and among 
many Chinese officials one finds the 
firm conviction that eVery nation— 
England, Japan, France, the United 
States, Germany, Italy, and Russia— 
must. withdraw from China, give back 
everything they have and permit China 
wo, start anew, at-once, and alone. 

Both President Hsu and the Premier, 
in the ‘statements they made to THE 
New York Times, emphasized the fact 
that.China must have her complete sov- 
ereignty restored and that the League 
must do this without reservation. On 
the other hand, the ex-Premier, Mr. 
Hsiung Hsiling, .who was one of Yuan 
Shih-Kai’s chief co-workers and who rep- 
resents the Yuan following today, be- 
lHieves that China is not ready for the 
return’ of all concessions and argues for 
their internationalization. 

** With reference to the foreign settle- 
ments and the different railroad lines 
in China, whether they are now in oper- 
ation or are to be constructed,’’ said 
the Premier, “‘ it is certainly the ¢-sire 
of China to place them under her own 
jurisdiction -in order to preserve her 
territorial integrity.’ And later in his 
statement the Premier: sa ‘“* From 
now on it is the desire of ‘the Republic 
ef China to. come into financial .rela- 
tions with friendly nations, but there is 
@ prime condition’ that our.. sovereign 
rights must not be touched.” 

“Ching for the Chinese, ** Mr. Chien 
maintains. 

“To secure @ permanent settlement of 
the Chinese question,’’ Mr. Hsiung said, 
**the balance of power in China should 
be done away ‘with. To do away with 
this, the most important thing would be 
the internationalization of the railroads. 
Up to the present the great powers have 
theim different. spheres of nfluérice, 
Eaeh one forbids the other to come in 
and develop the natural resources of 
China or build new railways. By mak- 
ing these spheres of influence interna- 
tional zones any one who has financial 
resources or technical ability to build 
railroads and develop mines can do s0 
without interfering with any particular 
power.”’ 

Mr. Hsiung believes in China for the 
Chinese, but. re recognizes the neceg- 
sity of foreign co-operation and assist- 
ance, not as it has been understood in 
the :past, not by spheres. of. influence, 
but by international co-operation. 

Those are the two distinct Chinese 
viewpoints; but what about the attitude 
of the powers? 

I was surprised and*happy to find that 
English, French, and American officials 
and. business-men in China agreed about 
as ‘unanimously as. official and commer-

Thus China's relationship to the 
| tdague of Nations is this: . China ex- 
pects to regain her sovereignty by mem- 
bership in the. society. ‘The- relationship 
of the League is that all powers  hav- 
ing membership “in it . shall- pool all 
their interests in China and place them 
temporarily under the administration 
of a board responsible to the League's 
central authority... By the formation of 
a society of nations the great powers 
almost automatically agree to return 
what they have taken from China, they 
agree to the modification of their trea- 
ties and policies, and they pledge their 
united interest in the future welfare of 
China. 

Japanese Policies. 

This has, of. course, had its effect upon 

the policy of Japan in China. Perhaps 


ing the war, has had several policies in 
China. The Tokio newspapers, which 
are seldom quoted in the American 
press, have long since recognized the 
different aims of Japan in China and 
the opposition press has not hesitated 
in expressing its opinions. Take an 
editorial in the Tokio Asahi as repro- 
duced in the Japan Advertiser of No- 
vember 5 as an instance. 

“That the mischievous diplomacy of 
the. Terauchi Government not only 
fafled to realize peace in China but 
even endangered the friendly relations 
Mpetween fhe British and Japanése sub- 
jects-in China is a foregone conclusion,” 
wrote the editor. ‘Certainly we do 
riot believe that the controversies be- 
tween the British and Japanese in the 
Far East would develop into a conflict 
between the two, nations at large, but, 
it should at the same time be remem- 
bered that in a democratic country 
like Great Britain or America the sub- 
jects or citizens in foreign lands have 
their voices in the political centres at 
home.

as public health, education, social in- 
surance and development, good. roads, 
will compel for years large appropria- 
tions and require the adoption of the 
budget system. We have on our’statute 
books now the germ of an intelligent 
budget system, but the law which em- 
bodies it is not observed. « In. 1908 Con- 
gress, withthe desire to compel the 
President to c0-opérate toward a more 
orderly fiscal system, enacted a law 
making it the duty: of the President to 
calculate what the revenues of the com- 
ing year would be and then to review 
thé estimates of expenditures proposed 
and, if. they exceeded the probable rev- 
enués, either to reduce.them or to sug- 
gest how the revenues should be in- 
creased. But there is no penalty for ig- 
noring this duty, and during this Ad- 
ministration, while the estimates of ex- 
penditures Ihave largely. exceeded. the 
probable revenues, the President has 
regularly disobeyed the law and failed 
to present to Congress the required bud- 
get—as I pointed out in a recent address 
in New York City. 

**In the: present. Congress the Repub- 
licahs advocated that all appropriations 
‘should be considered by one committee, 
as had been done at one time, and it 
was an ideal system, but in the present 
session a. dozen committees have been 
considering as many appropriation bills, 
each competing witli the other to get 
all it can for its department, with little 
consideration for the needs of the others 
or for the revenues from which they 
are to be paid. 

“The functions which “ Constitu- 
tion intends. Congress to exercise should 
be reassumed. In the next Congress 
there will be a general determination 
to.end' the arbitrary, autocratic’ system 
whith dIways menaces a “republic in 
wartime and which was never more in 
evidence than now.’’ :

, SANTA FH, N. M., March 1.—Re- 
{ports which have gone out concerning 
the recommendations made by Governor 
© A. Larrazolo in his address before 
the State Legislature when it convened 
en Jan. 14, with reference to teaching 
Spanish and English in the schools of 
New Mexico have been distorted. Many 
people are of the opinion that the 
teaching of both Spanish and English 
will be made compulsary. Such, how- 
ever, is not the case. The Governor in 
his message to the Legislature said: 

“Experience shows conclusively that 
@ur public schools in the rural districts, 
Settled principally by Spanish-speaking 
People, have not given the results ex- 
pected of them; this, I am sure, is 
@ue principally to an insufficiency in 
the law, brought about by oversight or 
possibly by lack of experience in deal- 
tmg with the peculiar problems present- 
ed in those districts. It is difficult to 
fee how the English languag> can suc- 
@essfully be taught to Spanish-speaking 
children who live in exclusively, or al- 
most exclusively, Spanish-speaking com- 
munities where they have no oppor- 
tunify of speaking English with other 
children, unless the teacher in such 
schools is able to speak both the Eng- 
lish and Spanish languages fluently, so 
that he can explain to the children in 
their own language that which they read 
in the English language. * * ®* 

“*I therefore recommend that’a law 
be enacted requiring ‘that ,all teachers 
in the public schools in such rural dis- 
tricts of our State as are einhabited 
Principally by Spanish-speaking people 
be able to speak, read, and write. both 
the English and Spanish languages, in 
so far as they may -be practicable; 
that is, in so far as such teachers can 
be procured, and that said teachers be 
required to teach the children to trans- 

~late their English reading into the Span- 
ish language, to the end that they may 
understand that which they read.’’ 

Bills now pending in the State Legis- 
lature seek to carry out the Governor's 
recommendations. They provide. that 
Spanish must be taught in all high 
schools, colleges, and universities and 
that Spanish and English must be 
taught in rural schools whete there are 
any great number of pupils of Spanish 
descent. Rural schools made up ex- 
clusively of English-speaking pupils are 
not affected. A pupil in high school, 
university, or college will not obliged 
to study Spanish, even if the pending 
bills pass. 

No attempt is, being made to force 
English-speaking children to learn: Span- 
ish. On e contrary, the object of 
oan legislation is to teach Spanish- 
speaking children to speak English.

in the business world. Two weeks ago 
the 471 schools in the city were can- 
vassed to discover the actual situation 
©n any one day, and it was found that 
in 360 schools of the 471 there were 
349 classes to which no teacher had 
been appointed. There were 829 other 
classes whose teachers were absent be- 
caust of sickness or because they had 
been granted a leave of absence, 

That is to say, there were 1,178 classes 
which had on that day no teacher at 
all, or had a substitute, undér some 
makeshift part-tinie arrangement, or 
were doubled up with other classes. 
However, 32,097 children were deprived 
of the benefit even of these expedients 
.and had no instruction. On another 
day the number rose to 50,000. These 
conditions do not. arise from lack of 
accommodations. 


They arise from the sheer lack of a 
sufficient number of men and, women 


*~ with the minimum requirements of sub- 


atitute teachers who have the desire; 
or'can afford, to teach at the salaries 
offered by the city. 

The parent who travels in the sub- 
Way or eleVated has learned from Mr. 
sShonts’s bulletins -that the wages on 


“these lines have increased 62 and 67 


Per cent., respectively, in the last two 
years. The salaries of the New York 
teachers have increased 11.1 per cent. 
fin the last nineteen years. The salaries 
of high and elementary school Princi- 
pals and of men teachers have not in- 
creased at all in that time. When a 
short time ago the teachers took a cen- 
sus of the boys between sixteen and 
nineteen years of age for the State mili- 
tary training commission, they found 
that half of the boys were earning 
more than a teacher éarns at the end 


of her third year of service, and that 


fn most cases these boys had had at 


“least six years less schooling and were 


at least five years younger than a 
teacher getting that salary could be. 
One Principal asked everybody who 
called during one day to tell what he or 
shi: was earning: The policeman was 
@arning $1,650 annually after seven years 
of service, and it took a teather sixteen 
years to reach $1,500. The janitor’s

eweeper was getting $70 a month, and 
mveral of the teachers were getting the 
same, A shipping clerk, out of school 
three yeirs and not 4 graduate, was get- 
ting $18 a week. Two teachers in the 
Sihool Were getting less. A mentally 
‘defective girl, working in a feather fac- 
tory, wad getting $25 a week, the wage 
Set by the union. 

The result has been that while in ten 
years, from 1908 to 1918, the number of 
children in the systeth has increased 
‘26,000, the number of teachers applying 
fer appointment has decreased 47 per 
cent. Of those who applied the number 
of rejections by the Board of Examiners 
facréeased during the: same period from 
25.4 to 31,2 per cént. And while of those 
fwho passed the ¢xaminations and were 
ruminated for appointment, 9 per cent. 
declined positions in 1015 and 24 per 
cent. declined in 1918. - And during that 
time some of the best téachers have left 
the system for more renumerative work 
in other institutions. Three men stand- 
ing first on their respective eligible’ lists 
for Principal, a position paying $3,500, 
have léft the city system for positions 
paying $10,000, $8,000, and $5,000, re- 
spectively. These are typical cases. 

Frank D. Wilsey, Chairman of the 
Board of Education committee investi- 
gating the situation, says: 


‘* Whether we, regard the problem from 
the standpoint of teacher supply or from 
the standpoint of the urgent and, in- 
sistent detnand of teachers in our serv- 
ice who must be assured an adequate 
living wage, we stand face to face with 
@ grave situation. 

“The demand for increased compen- 
sation on the part of teachers is one of 
national extent and national importance. 
Throughout the State and throughout 
the nation there is a movement for a 
substantial increase in teachers’ pay. 
The National Bducation Association is 
doing everything in its power to procure 
the enactment of the bill introduced by 
Senator Hoke Smith, which is intended 
to insure Federal aid not only for the 
extension of educational service, but for 
the increase of teachers’ salaries. A 
similar agitation is being carried on in 
practically every State in the Union, in- 
cluding New York State. 

“Those interested in education are 
campaigning for legislation that will pro- 
vide salaries adequate as regards the 
initial amount, the yearly increment, 
and the maximum to be. reached, in 
order that school systems may not. only 
attract. but also retain the type of teach- 
ers needed if we are to solve the urgent 
problems 6f a democracy. The economic 
basis for this widespread demand for 
increased compensation is the increased 
cost of living. The truth of the matter is 
that the service is not attracting the 
teachers we need, both from the stand- 
point of number and mental calibre.” 

No one appreciates the changing con- 
ditions and the imperative need for 
action more keenly than Dr. William L. 
Bttinger, Superintendent of Schools. 
During his long career as teacher, Prin-

Thé most obvious 
fact abo it was that it had-been writ- 
ten in the style of the short story. The 
author was thinking in terms of. words 
when he wrote. He was not thinking in 
terms of pictures. His séntences did 
hot describe a succession of scenes on 
a screen. They told a story that had 
to be divided into parts of two kinds. 
those which could*be translated: into 
pictures and those which had to’ be 
omitted or expressed in subfitles.’ The 
synopsis was not a synopsis for a photo- 
play at all. It was a. story intended 
for. such adaptation to the screen as 
might be pos&sible—by any sort of a 
scenario. writer or director into “whose 
hands*it might happen to fall. 

And this synopsis was not only bought 
by a big producing company, but it 
was put out by a responsible ‘authority 
for the guidance of those attempting: to 
write for the screen. Therefore it may 
be taken as typical. 

As long as it is typical ‘‘ the movies ”’ 
will remain *‘the movies.’’ Until au-. 
thors and producers learn the ‘“‘ new 
language’”’ of moving pictures, of which 
Vachel Lindsay speaks so clearly, the 
screen will continue to fall far short 
of its artistic possibilities. Everyone 
corinected with the production of a 
photoplay must think in terms ‘of-pic- 
tures, with the special technique, scope, 
and limitations of the screen always in 
mind. Until they do they will not pro- 
duce true photoplays. 


. The following statement from Univer- 
sal’s Bulletin, attributed to Eddie Lyons 
‘and Lee Moran, of Universal comedies, 
makes. a point that should be empha- 
sized and realized by ‘all concerned with 
the screen, whether in: comedy or not: 

“Ts there a difference between screen 
and stage comely? There is. Individ- 
ually and jointly we testify to the facet. 
On the stage one speaks lines that were 
written for the purpose of inducing 
laughter; the lines, not’ necessarily the 
acting of them, are amusing. On the 
screen it is the situation and the acting 
that are amusing; there are no lines to 


speak. 

“The difference .is just that of telling 
one man a funny story and hearing him 
laugh and then acting the same story 
for.a deaf man and winning his mirth. 
There is a differ8nce, and g broad one. 
In the studio the comedian must act! 
He has to show by motion, facial ex- 
pression, gesture, attitude, all the fun 
that lies in the situations. He has no 
words to use as a crut 

This difference between the stage and 
the screen seems obvious enough, but, 
apparently, y directors and actors 
forget it when they go to work.

Two of the principal characters in the 
photoplay are girls. One of them says 
to-the other: 

“Tl know how hard it is to think of 
consequences now, when we are young, 
but unless we do, we won't find happi- 
ness at the end of the road.”’ 

It is the purpose of the film to make 
people, especially girls and young 
women, ‘‘think of consequences now,’ 
individual and social consequences. To 
atcomplish this purpose the producers 
first took, a story designed ‘to appeal 
dramatically to every one and into this 
story they sought to weave the funda- 
mental theories and facts which guide 
them in*their work for sgcial hygiene— 
the importance of wholesome instruction 
of children in regard to childbirth, truths 
about right and wrong relations between 
the sexes, the prevalence and danger Yt 
venereal disease, and the probable con- 
sequences of ignorance, cafelessness and 
moral standards amenable to desire. 

Such a production will be judged from 
two. opposed points of view. Those who 
do not believe in the hypothesis on. which 
it is based will condemn it out and out. 
Those who accept it as sound in prin- 
ciple will estimate its value by its ap- 
parent ability to accomplish its frankly 
avowed purpose. Considered from this 
latter point of view, ‘“‘The End of the 
Road,”. in the opinion of the writer, is 
the most valuable motion picture of its 
kind yet. produced 

Thé picture is not pleasant or euphe- 
mistic. . Neither is the subject with 
which it deals. It is unpleasant, how- 
ever, only to the degree necessary for 
force, and plain spoken only to the ex- 
tent necessary for clearness. It is never 
morbid. One feels clean after seeing it. 

No film would be effective without 
competent actirig and directing and it is 
an important virtue of “‘ The End of the 
Road,”’ therefore, that it had both in 
its making. Lieutenant Griffith, an ‘ex- 
perienced director, did a ‘notable ‘piece 
of work, even considering his technical 
accomplishment apart from everything 
else. Richard Bennett played the lead- 
ing mal¢ role with impressive dignity 
and skill. Claire Adams and Joyce 
Fair, in the two leading female réles, 
were, attractive in appearance and in- 


acters. Ray McKee, as a young ‘‘‘man 
of the world,” contributed to“the force 
ef the production. All of the others 
served well the purposes of their parts. 
Concerning the story of the photoplay 
there is inevitable disagreement. It 
seems to some that this character or 
that, or this incident or that, ghoula 
Lave been represented differently.

CAILLAUX SHOWN UP. 
IN AN ITALIAN’S DIARY 








By WALTER LITTLEFIELD. 
UITE tvrgotten anid the world 
events. which almost daily em- 
anate from the Foreign Office, 
on the Quai d'Orsay, when the 
Peace Conference is sitting, 500 yards 
up the river in the Palais de Justice, 
on the Ile de l’Ité, a Senate commis- 
sion daily toils over the 7,000 docu- 
ments, or .thereabout, which constitute 
the *‘ dossier ’’ of Joseph Caillaux, some- 
time President of the Council and Min- 
ister of State, charged with treasonable 
correspondence with Germany; both be- 
fore and during the war, and with con- 
spiring to overthrow the established 
Government of the Republic. 

The aim of the commissfon is to de- 
cide whether there is sufficient evidence 
to. hold the accused statesman, who has 
been in prison evér since January, 1918, 
for trial by the Senate sitting as a High 
Court of Justice. It began its. work un- 
der the Presidency of M. Péres just a 
month before the armistice was signed, 
and, from present indications, seems 
likely to outlive the Peate Conference. 
For, aside from examining the 7,000 

ocuments amiounting to more .than 
45,000 pages, M. Péres occasionally sum- 
his fellow de- 
fendants, a ‘Deputy named Lostalat and 
a disbarred lawyer, Paul Cornby, and 
there are numerous witnesses to be 














heard. 

Just now both Péres and Caillaux are 
anxiously watching a trial, based on 
similar grounds, which is going on at 
Rome, with Cavallini and Brunicardi as 
the defendants. It will be recalled that 
Caillaux passed most of the month of 
December, 1916, in the Eternal City,

Martini’s Startling Affidavit. 

| While Caillaux in La Santé’s prison 
was congratulating himself on the poor

England should be mistrusted, and that 
her alliance with the Latin nations 
could not labt. He believed that in the 
near future France, Italy, and Spain 
would form a league in which the Cen- 
tral Powers would also be included as 
friends and allies. 

. Second, Martini swore’ that Caillaux 
had: declared that, although another 
military effort would be made by the 
Entente, it would be the last, but that 
peace ought to be made at any price 
before the next Winter, and that they 
(the. Allies) should ‘submit to the ene- 
my’s conditions, for France, he added, 
after the vain military effort in prepa- 
ration, would be completely exhausted. 
*-Finally; according to Martini, Caillaux 
declared, that France was forced to 
make peace—a peace without compen- 
sation, a*peace without Alsace and Lor- 
raine—and would have to content her- 
self with Germany's evacuation of the 
occupied territory. 

It was a long document, in which 
Caillaux was quoted at great- length. 
He was called in and »was confronted 
with it. He declared that he had never 
said to Martini what the latter had ac- 
cused him of saying, and his counsel ap- 
parently had little difficulty in con- 
vincing M. Péres that the Italian states- 
man had committed perjury—for no one, 
éven a man wssessed of a super-normal 
memory, could possibly repeat in such 
detail a ‘conversation which had taken 
place over two years before. 

* Gloom settled over the pyosecution as 
M. C&illaux, escorted by three detec- 
tives, left the ordeal .in triumph. 


The Tables Turned. 


This triumph, however, was_ short- 
lived. He had overlooked one fact— 
that is publicly, privately he must have 
marveled at Martini’s prodigious’ mem- 
ory—the Italian might object to having 
his ‘affidavit spurned and have some- 
thing to say in its defense. 

That is exactly what happened. The 
contents of ‘the affidavit were not 
drawn from Martini’s memory but from 
his diary, which is now in the hands 
of M. Péres with abundant internal 
évidence proving its authenticity. Mar- 
tini, as Minister for the Colonies in 
the Salandra Government, was a most 
cautious and precise statesman. Since 
July, 1914, until he retired he set down 
“everything ’’ in his “little: book.’’ 
The following extracts which cover the 
interview with Caillaux are taken from 
the eighth volume of the diary. They. 


Paris. The parts in brackets are notes 
>y the writer of this article: 

*“* Dec. 17, 1916.—I have just left Cail- 
laux after my interview and I would not 
miss a moment before setting it down. 
The subject first taken was, quite 
naturally, the overture from Germany. 
{Note from Germany and-her allies 
dated Dec. 12 offering to enter péace 
negotiations.}] We agreed that to end 
the matter by refusing to negotiate 
would constitute a rather serious po- 
litical blunder—if any reply were made 
ot all. 

‘He [CaiNaux] expressed himself as 
believing that the moment for peace had 
not yet arrived, and that a final effort 
would be made in the Spring [Nivelle’s 
offensive. in Champagne], 
would ‘be to indulge in ‘the most. fatal 
illusions to imagine that the war could 
last unt’l the Autumn of next year. 

‘France [Caillaux said} had already 
lost 1,500,000 men—1,100,000 dead and 


. 400.000 mutilated or so seriously wound- 


e@ as td be incapable of following any 
profession or trade whatever. Nobody, 


mans could be driven’ out of the ten de- 
partments they occupied; the resources 
in men remaining to France were the 
1917 class, numbering 200,000 men, and 
the 1918 class, making 150,000 men ‘more. 
They would only suffice to fill up the 
gaps caused by losses, and France, 
therefore, could put on the front not 
more than 2,500,000 men, possibly not 
so many. ‘ 

‘The spirit of the public was. de- 
pressed, [déprimé] and the former en- 
thusiasm among the soldiers was dead. 
He had received letters from soldiers 
whose homes were,in his own constitu- 
ency which left. no doubt as to the sta 
of mind of the troops, and those letters, 
like those received by others, ended with 
‘ Down with the war!’ and even ‘ Long 
live. Brigon!’ [Brizon was a Deputy 
who had been expelled frqgm the Cham- 
ber for expressing defeatist sentiments.] 

‘He [Caijlaux] said he knew Italy, 
and knew that the state of public feel- 
ing here was not. very different from 
that in France, although it was perhaps 
different among the soldiers, because

pink bollworm spreads, not by yards or 


‘acres, but by hundreds of miles at a 


leap. The chief agent of his dissemina- 
tion being man with his railroad trains, 
the distance from Texas: to Georgia or 
‘North Carolina is no.great jump—and_ it 
probably -would- not be a, direct jump. 
The overwintering larva would be load- 
ed into a car of cotton at Beaumont, 
say, shipped to New Bedford, Mass., and 
left in the litter at the bottom of the 
ear, which would go to Brockton for a 
load of shoes consigned to Atlanta, and 
finally the worm would be swept out on 
some siding to crawl into a Georgia cot- 
ton field., 

And there it would begin Anew the 
devastation it had wrought in Egypt, In- 
dia, Japan, the Philippines, Ceylon, the 
Straits Bettlements, the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, Brazil, Mexico, and practically 
evéry cotton-growing -country on (the 
globe, except the United States. The 
pink boliworm must not be confused 
with the cotton boll weevil, which, while 
it is a distructive pest, is not in the 
same class with the bollworm. The 
pink one. is the most destructive of all 
enemies of cotton, reducing the yield of 
lint by 30 per cent. and sometimes by 
more than 50 per cent., and greatly 
lessening the quantity of oil produced 
from the séed. In the Hawaiian Islands 
the cotton industry has been practically 
abandoned because of it. and wherever it 


has gone the industry has been all but 
annihilated. Th-< is why the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, when the worm ap- 
peared in Texas, thought it worth while 
to undertake a eampaign out of all pro- 
portion to the area infested. 

A large force of experts and laborers— 
not fewer than 800 employed negroes, 
together. with many volunteer farmers 
and members of their families—was as- 
sembled, camps were established, and 
the clean-up was begun on a thoroughly 
systematized plan that involved every 
inch or surface to make sure that no 
lurking place was left for a larva ‘to 
winter. All the cotton grown in this 


-area was.taken. to Galveston under 


supervision and shipped to foreign coun- 
tries. All seed was milled under the di- 
rection of Government agents. The State 
Department of Agriculture of Texas co- 
operated heartily to the extent of avail- 
Able funds. The work ended with the 
whole area as clean of vegetation as the 
top of a table. 


The result was awaited, 
with much anxiety. In the Spring of 
last year the entire area was watched. 
The planting of cotton was prohibited, 
of course, and every stalk of volunteer 
cotton was pulled up and destroyed, 
after: careful examination. At the end 
of the season the reports of all the in- 
vestigators showed that absolutely no 
evidence of the presence of the bollworm 
could be found. 


Prior to the discovery of the actual 
presence of the pink bollworm in Texas 
the State, taking precautions against its 
presence not far away in Mexico, had 
enacted legislation giving authority to 
establish a zone prohibited to cotton cul- 
ture on the border of Texas adjacent to 
Mexico. Since that time quarantine and 
cotton prohibited zones have been de- 
clared in three areas. No. 1 is small, 
including merely an area six miles in 
diameter around the oil mill at Hearne. 
No. 2, the Trinity .Bay and Beaumont 
district, includes the Counties of Jeffer- 
son, Galveston, Chambers, and parts of 
Brazoria, Fort Bend, Harris, Liberty, 
and Harding. To this was later added a 
small area with Arcola as the centre. 
The extension was based on the finding 
of a single specimen in a field near Ar- 
cola, The border non-cotton zone in- 
cludes the land within twenty-five miles 
of the Mexican border, near Eagle Pass, 
covering the Counties of Kinney, Maver- 
ick, and Valverde.’

With the passing of another year, 
the situatfoh will be regarded as suf- 
ficiently safe to permit the growing of 
cotton under conditions, with the reser- 
vation that the. growing crop, is to be 
destroyed at the owners” expense if 
any evidence is found of the presence 
of the bollworm. 

The small brown moth>of the pink 
bollworm deposits her eggs. on the out- 
side of thé cotton boll, where they hatch 
in a few days and immediately burrow 
into the boll, eating away the partition 
walls and, later, the seeds. The larva 
ordinarily pupatés inside the boll but, if 
disturbed, may seek a place under 
ground or in rubbish to ‘spin its cocoon. 
The larval life is usually accomplished 
in from twenty to thirty days, but it-has 
been demonstrated that, in baled cotton, 
the larva may Hve for eighteen months 
and, if conditions become favorable, 
transform successfilly. This’ possible 
suspension of larval development 
through long periods” makes its spread 
by cotton shipped_from one region to 
another unusually likely and makes un- 
certain the value of any storing of the 
seed as a safeguard. 

The original home of the pink boll- 


worm was undoubtedly South Asia, and) 


particularly India. It was first observed 
in India in 1843, and its migrations to 
other cotton producing countries. can 
probably all be traced to shipments of 
seed, first.from India, and more recently 
from Egypt and other countries that be- 
came infested. 

The Summer of -1919 will probably 
show whether or not the fight against 
the pink bollworm in the United States 
will have to be continued or whether the 
work of elimination and the safeguard- 
ing of entry-have been so effectivély 
done that no further elimination work 
will be necessary.

The Galician .oil industry is well able 
to supply all the needs in the way of oil 
‘produce of a population numbering 100,- 
000,000, so that a ‘fourth or: a fifth part 
of the ‘output will. suffice to. cover. the 
requirements of Poland... This will leave 
75 per cent. of the oil products available 
forexport, much to the benefit of the 
foreign trade relations of the Polish 
States after the war. 

Since "1916 foreign capitalists. have 
taken a lively interest in the Galician 


oil industry. Special British companies: 


were formed for the purpose of acquir- 
ing already “existing or potential oil 
fields. in Galicia and exploiting them. 
The Galician oil industry gives employ- 
ment to «about. 20,000 hands and the 
wells“before the ‘war numbered 1,825, of 
which 269 were in the process of drilling, 
while ‘1,556 were producing crude oll. 
OZOKERITE.—In addition to . petro- 
‘leum there is also found in Galicia ozo- 
kerite .or ‘‘ mineral wax,"" a product 
akin to oil. In 1910 2,170 tons were ob- 
tained, ‘valued at $615,000. The number 
of workmen employed in the seven mines 
now working is 1,313. 
: Beds of Rock Salt. 

SALT.—Roek salt is found in the dis- 
trict ofthe northern slopes of the Car- 
pathians and to the northwest in the 
northern basin of Prussian Poland. 
There «re*® two -Government mines at 
Wieliczka and Bochnia, near .Cracow, 
and also nine salt mines in‘the eastern 
part of Galicia. Wieliczka is one of the 
greatest salt mines in the world, (about 
1.8 sduare miles.) This mine contains 
approximately 21,000,000 metric tons of 
salt. The other mines are of lesser im- 


portance. 
In ,1907 the mine of Wieliczka pro- 


-| duced 110,260 tons of salt, or 60 per cent. 


of the total output of Galicia.’ In 1911 
the total output of Galician salt mines 
was 141,215 tons, valued at $3,800,000. 
Salt is obtained also in the suburbs of 
Inowroclaw (Hohensalza) in Posnania, 
and in the neighborhood districts of the 
former Russian Poland. In 1906 the out- 
put, at Inowroclaw aniounted to 55,713 
tons of rock salt, and 25,556 metric tons 
of refined salt. The salt refineries of 
Ciechocinek in former Russian Poland 
are not rich, in 1909 their output being
